Announcements  are  out  for  the  11th  annual  Workshop  in  Human  Development  and 
Human  Relations  to  be  held  at  the  U-H  Center.  If  you  have  not  looked  into 
this  for  yourself  or  other  staff  members,  we  recommend  you  consider  how  this 
training  in  principles  of  behavior  and  in  teaching-learning  could  enrich 
your  staff  functioning. 
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GRADUATION  FOR  THE  BRAZIL  PEACE  CORPS  GROUP 

First  phase  of  the  training  program  is  now  completed  by  the  more  than  5 0 young 
people  who  are  equipping  themselves  to  work  with  the  U-S  Club  program  in  Brazil. 
This  has  been  a very  competent  and  earnest  group  of  young  people. 


PEACE  CORPS  PROGRAM  PROPOSED  FOR  VENEZUELA 


The  National  U-H  Foundation  has  been  asked,  and  has  agreed.,  to  help  with  the 
recruitment,  selection  and  training  of  another  Peace  Corps  group,  this  one  to 
be  sent  to  Venezuela  to  assist  with  the  £-V  rural  youth  program.  A group 
of  20  young  men  and  20  young  women  is  anticipated. 

A letter  has  gone  to  State  Directors  explaining  this  current  opportunity  and 
asking  for  State  support. 


21  YEARS  OF  U-H  IN  JAMAICA 


The  story  of  the  U-H  movement  in  Jamaica  is  outlined  in  an  interesting 
pictorial  brochure  commemorating  the  "coming  of  age”  of  the  program.  The 
program  has  had  a steady  growth  in  the  scope  of  the  program  and  in  membership, 
now  reaching  about  25,000  members. 


GUIDE  FOR  INDUCTION  TRAINING

Miss  Alice  Linn  and  some  of  our 
staff  c cnsulted  on  the  script  and  are  now  very  pleased  about  the  way  it  has 
worked  out.  We  are  hoping  soon  to  have  information  about  plans  for  ordering 
the  film  strip. 


GRAIN  MARKETING  TOUR 

Thirteen  Gtates  sent  U-H  representatives  to  Chicago  for  the  annual  Ij-H  grain 
marketing  tour  in  January.  The  young  people  watched  the  trading  at  the 
Nation’s  top  commodity  exchange,  visited  the  exchange’s  grain  inspection 
services,  toured  a grain  processing  plant,  and  met  men  skilled  in  the  fine 
points  of  grain  marketing.  This  is  an  excellent  experience  for  older  members 
who  can  comprehend  the  economics  of  marketing  and  who  are  willing  to  share 
the  experience  with  members  back  home. 


JUNIOR  POULTRY  FACT  FINDING  CONFERENCE 

U— H representatives  from  23  States  participated  February  8-11  in  the  9th 
annual  conference  for  members  interested  in  poultry  careers.  This  is  an 
excellent  opportunity  to  learn  more  about  the  industry  and  the  opportunities 
of  the  future  since  it  is  held  in  conjunction  with  the  annual  Poultry  Fact 
Finding  Conference.  The  schedule  included  tours,  exhibits,  programs  by  the 
club  members  and  representatives  of  the  poultry  industry. 


YOUTH  SECTION  PROGRAM  AT  ASSOCIATION  OF  SOUTHERN  AGRICULTURAL  WORKERS 

Representatives  from  10  Southern  State  U-H  staffs  participated  in  the  Youth 
Section  program  at  ASAW  along  with  Extension  directors,  supervisors,  special- 
ists and  agents.  The  theme  of  the  Youth  Section  program  was  "Expanding  Our 
Efforts  in  Leadership  Development  on  a County  Level."  The  general  framework 
of  the  program  was  developed  around  the  major  areas  of  research  and  experience 
to  be  considered  in  building  a county  leadership  program. 
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Dr.  Bardin  Nelson,  Professor  of  Sociology,  Texas  A & M College,  began  the 
program  with  a paper  on  "Motivation — Leadership  Theory  and  Principles."  The 
section  was  extremely  fortunate  to  have  Dr.  E.  T.  York,  who  developed  the 
topic,  "Educational  Leadership  Trends  for  Extension  Youth  Programs."  (A  copy 
of  Dr.  York’s  paper  is  enclosed.) 

Four  States  - Virginia,  Tennessee,  Mississippi  and  Georgia  - gave  statements 
on  their  objectives  for  a leadership  program.  Dr.  Emily  King,  Dr.  Tommy 
Walton,  and  Dr.  G.  L.  Carter  reported  on  some  significant  factors  for  county 
leadership  development  related  to  some  of  the  research  which  they  had  conducted 
G.  L.  reported  on  Dr.  G.  Foster's  research,  "County  Extension  Agent  Supervision 
of  Volunteer  Leaders." 

The  youth  program  of  the  future  was  highlighted  by  Lloyd  Rutledge  in  "Design 
for  the  60's"  and  Director  W.  A.  Sutton  of  Georgia  in  "Looking  to  the  Future." 


AUTOMOTIVE  CARE  ALT)  SAFETY 


Ty  Thompson  and  Carl  Miller,  of  Firestone,  joined  with  our  staff  in  an  evalua- 
tive discussion  of  the  programs  in  automotive  care  and  safety.  Actually  the 
growth  of  the  project  is  very  encouraging.  We  have  been  watching  this  project 
closely  because  it  is  a "natural"  for  the  older  club  member  group  and  all  of 
you  are  concerned  about  challenging  programs  for  teenagers.  It  is  important, 
also,  from  the  career  exploration  angle  with  the  many  modern  careers  in  the 
automotive  and  service  world. 

Some  other  significant  results  are  the  involvement  of  many  new  resource  people- 
in  planning,  supporting  and  teaching  roles.  The  successful  functioning  of 
county  automotive  committees  is  apparent.  New  facilities  are  being  made 
available  for  teaching  situations. 


NORTH  CAROLINA  AND  KANSAS  LEAFLETS  INCLUDED  IN  U-H  WEEK  REPORT 

The  written  report  prepared  for  the  President  for  U-H  Club  Week  included  two 
good  examples  of  U-H  reports,  one  from  the  State  of  North  Carolina  and  one 
from  Reno  County,  Kans.  In  each  case,  the  leaflet  portrayed  the  adaptation 
of  the  U— H plan  to  specific  situations. 


NATIONAL  YOUTHPOWER  CONGRESS 

We  are  hearing  many  reports  of  I4-H  members  being  selected  to  participate  in 
the  March  29-31  meeting  in  Chicago  built  about  better  nutrition  for  teenagers.
